A GENERAL INDIAN WAR THREATENED. 

ENGL. N. M., May 27.—|Special.]—The In- 
dian outbreak is assuming startling propor- 
tions. Thirty-one citizens are killed as far as 
beard from. A fight probably occurred today 
between a company of troops under Capt. 
Chaffee of the Fourth Cavalry and thirty-five 
hostiles about forty miles northwest of here. 
The « Indians were seen at daylight by 
a Mexican scout making for Willow Springs, to 
which point the troops were hurrying to inter- 
cept them. The Indians did not know of the 
approach of the troops from this quarter, and 
hopes are entertained that the entire band was 
killed or captured. Emissaries from the hos- 
tiles have been sent over to the Mescalero 
Reservation, 100 miles east of here, to induce 
distontented members of thut tribe to join in 
the hostilities. Two squaws have been caught 
and imprisoned by the authorities at Fort 
Stanton. It is feared that the Navajos near 
Fort Wingate will furnish recruits. Re- 
ports say a large number of the latter 
have already taken the warpath. The indica- 
tions point to a general Indian war. The set- 
tler’s throughout the country are gathering to-

SHE TELLS HOW THE CHAMPION SLUGGER

Boston, Mass., May 27.—[Special.]—The Su- 
preme Court-room was crowded today by an 
unsavory crowd, attracted by the proceedings 
of Mrs. Sullivan to secure adivorce from the 
noted pugilist, John L. Sullivan.

The cross-exam- 
ination of Mrs. Sullivan disclosed the fact thai 
the libelant was a widow named Bailey when 
she married Sullivan, and she would not swear 
that she informed him of her previous mar 
riage.

Mrs. Sullivan was 
then asked as to her relations with Sullivan 
before ber marriage with him, but she de 
clined to answer.

He spoke thus seated in his office-chair, rub- 
bing bis slender white bands and uttering his 
words with the easiest fluency. His shoulders 
were slightly bent, his face was pale, 
and there was a palpable bald spot in 
the middie of his gray-streaked hair. 
His eyes were bright, however, and his de- 
meanor the pink of smiling urbanity. Ques- 
tioned as to his immediate plans, he repeated 
substantially what has been given above. 
„The men whose work I have been doing.“ 
he added, have kindly urged me to stay 
where I am. Theré seemed to me to be so

WRATAFUL El ELEMENTS. 


EASTERN ‘KANSAS SWEPT BY A DISASTROUS 
CYCLONE, 22 GREAT DAMAGE TO 

PROPERTY. 

ATCHISON, Kas., May 27.—[{Special. |—The 
Town of Nortonville, seventeen miles south- 
west of this city, and on the line between 
Atchison and Jefferson Counties, was visited by 
a disastrous oycione at 12:15 this afternoon. 
The Atchigon, Topeka & Santa Fs freight 
depot was blown across the track, and a dozen 
other houses were more or less damaged; 
several persons were hurt, but none of them 
seriously. There was no wind in 
Atchison at 12:15, although heavy 
rain-clouds were hanging over the city. 

James Sankey’s house was entirely torn 
down. Mrs, Sankey and five children were in 
the house at the time, but escaped without a 
scratch. Miss Ida Adair, who ran out of the 
house, received a severe scalp wound. Bert 
Griffin's kitchen was blown down and many 
other dwellings badly shaken. 

The same storm crossed the Central Branch 
track at 11:30 a. m., at Goff, forty miles west 
of Atchison, so that the general direction of 
the blow seems to have been a little south of | 
east. The Goff depot was badly wrecked. | 
Half of the roof was torn off, together with one 
corner Of the building. More than half the 
windows were forced out by the heavy wind. 
Four dwellings in the immediate vicinity were 
completely destroyed and three of the huge

] Woman, three children, and one man were 
seriously injured.

While this vote advanced the bill to 
third reading, it is not altogether satisfactory 
to the railroad people. Four votes more will 
be required to pass the bill. It is claimed there 
are seven or eight Senators who will belp the 
railroads out in an extremity, but these mem- 
bers very much disiike to put themselves on 


record. The number of dodgers to- 
dag showed that. It might be re 
marked that the only Senator who 


went on the New Orleans trip and came back 


to vote against advancing the bill was Hill. 


Two or three of the Senators who voted in the 
affirmative were among the first to discover 
the bill was radically wrong and a dangerous 
piece of legislation. It would be interesting 
to know what caused so compiete a change in 
their sentiments. When the bill will be called 
up for passage is uncertain. Senator Mason 
tried to get it made a special order for 
next Wednesday or Thursday, but the 
Senate would not consent to this. Another 
attempt will be made in its behalt 
soon, as time is growing precious. Besides, the 
railroad people do not want Senator Hamilton 
to make any more speeches. After disposing 
of the Consolidation bill the Senate got into a 
wrangie over the motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the appropriation for the Hardin 
County Court-House was Killed. Several of the 
members became very angry in their efforts to 
gain recognition, but this did not help the bill. 

The Senate this morning took up Streeter’s 
*“*piggy-sow”’ bill, which bad been made a spe- 
cial order on second reading. Senator Streeter 
explained the evils which he claimed had grown 
up under the system of shrinkage in vogue at 


the Chicago Stock-Yards. The big packers, he 


declared, had nullified all the efforts of the 
commission-men to see that justice was done 
the shipper. He read the compromise 
agreement made last August between the 
packers and commission-men, and com- 
mented on it at length. This arrangement, 
Streeter beld, was deceptive and in its prac 
tical application afforded no reliet to the 
shippers. A number of questions were asked 
by various Senators, who showed more or less 
familiarity with the subject of piggy sows, 
barrows, and stags. Senator Merritt wanted 
to offer an amendment to Streeter’s, making it 
a misdemeanor punishable with a fine of not 
less than $10 for any one to ship piggy sows to 
the market for slaughter purposes. Senator 
Clough replied to Streeter, and the disous ion 
grew very warm as charges of misrepre- 
“pentation were exchanged. Senator Sum- 
ner argued that the shippers were 
entitled to some law which would 
give them protection. Merritt’s amendment 
wes defeated.-yeas, 7; nays, 28. Clough then 
offered an amendment making it unlawful to 
sell piggy sows or boars at any stock-yards in 
the State except for breeding purposes. This 
was also voted dowu—yeas, 17; nays, 23. An- 
other amendment by Campbell left the buyer 
and seller free to make conditions if they so 
desired. On this amendment Senator Whiting 
took occasion to give hie views on the bill, 
which be supported in its original form. 
Campbell's amendment was adopted-—veas, 
23; nays, 22. A further amendment by 
Senator Clough, designed to prevent the 
selling of the animals when unfit tor food, was 
adopted—yeas, 24; nays, 20. The next amend- 
ment was presented by Senator Sumner, and 
made the bill apply only to the Chicago Stock- 
Yards. This was defeated—yeas, 10; nays, 25. 
The bili was ordered to third reading in its 
ameaoded form, which makes it a very different 
measure from that introduced by Senator 
Streeter. 

Senator Whitmg called up the House reve- 
nue resolution, urging the committecs having 
the subject of commission in charge to take 
early action and report to the respective bodies.

HOUSE. 
The firat thing the House did this morning 
was to kill the four Judges bill, which had 
been made the special order. The bill was ad- 
vooated by Ke. es and others.

Some of the mem- 
bers were fearful that if the Chair was not sus- 
tained a deadlock would result, and though 
they were opposed to the Low-License bill 
they veted to sustain the Chair. The ruling 
was indorsed—61 yeas to 49 nays. Good ow 
then tried to get his amendment including 
druggiste in tlhe provisions of the bill consid- 
ered, but the bigh-license men broke the quo- 
rum. They were determined that the bill should 
get no further, though the liquormen pleaded 
with them to let it go to third reading. After 
taking up the afternoon in dilatory motions 
the House adjourned, leaving the bill where it. 
was last night. Under Haines’ ruling it will 
come up again tomorrow. afternoon. It is 
boped by that time all the high-license mem- 
pers will have got here. A scheme is on foot 
to make the bill on second reading a special 
order for next Wednesday. and then dispuse of 
it. One of the high-license Democrats basa 
list of twen'y-five Democratic members who 
have informally agreed among themselves to 
kill the bill when a good opportunity comes, 
and they think that opportunity will 
be reached by making the measure a 
special order not more than ten or twelve Re- 
publicans have been claimed as favorable to a 
répeal of the High-License law, and this would 
seem to settle it that the $250 license will never 
pass the House.

The Canal claims job gota black eye in the 
House Appropriations Committee which ought 
to settle it.

Struckman 
moved to table this motion, and Chairman 
Cronkrite explained in answer to the questions 
of members that a vote against tabling was 
equivalent to a vote to report the bill favora- 
bly.

There is a kick among some of the 
members of the railroad lobby over what they 
viaim was snap judgmentin hoiding a meet- 
lug without notifying them. Immediately ufter 
the adjournment of the Senate the committee 
met to consider the House Railroad-Crossing 
bill, which bad been referred to the committee 
at the morniug session. President Clarke and 
Geueral-Solicitor Ayer explained the alleged 
object of the bill to be to relieve the company 
from biackmailing prosecution, and the coni- 
mittee agreed to report it favorably. Some of 
the members who were not notified of the 
meeting will insist on a tull explanation in the 
Senate. Since Senator Hamiiton’s speech this 
afternoon the railroad people have become 
anxious over the outlook for their two 
bills and win them.

HOW THE TWO MILLIONAIRES REGARD 
EACH OTHER— THB FORMER'S QUEER 


METHODS. 

Brooklyn Union: Washington E. Conner at- 
tends to the execution of Jay Gould’s stock 
orders, and is, in fact, the lieutenant of Gould 
in all stock operations. Russell Save fs the one 
whom Gould seeks when in need of money. 
It is nothing for Sage to let Gould have $1,000,- 
000 over night.“ I dare say Gould has had 
as much as $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 of Sage’s 
money atone time. Sage and Conner are not 
friendly. To be exact, Sage does not like Con- 
ner. I was told the story of their falling out 
tlie other evening at the Windsor Hotel. Things 
do not always go as Gould plans to have them 
go, and a long time ago Gould caiculated that 
the old issue of Manbattan Railway stock 
would suffer a decline. He accordingly went 
short of it in the market. A court decision, I 
think it was, put ad fferent aspect on the mat- 
ter and a rise in the stock wa’ inevitable. Gould 
was obliged to cover bis short interest. 
Conner was equal to the emergency. He knew 
that Russell Sage held a great deal of the 
stock. He rushed into Sage’s office, and, as if 
doing Sage a favor, told the latter to hurry up 
and sell his stock, because it was going all to 
pieces. Conner tought all that Sage so.d to 
**oover”’ Gould’s shorts. When the delivery 
was made of course Sage found it out, and he 
was hopping mad, but be could not beip him- 
self. Sage probably made $15,000,000 by his 
connection with Gould, the latter letting bim 
into schemes that brought him largé profits. 
Sage helped Gould ata time when the latter 
sorely needed money, and afterward Gould 
showed his gratitude by putting the former in 
the way of adding immensely to his fortune.

THE COLLAPSE OF WATERED STOCK 
. GAMBLING. 

The great watered stock gamblers of Wall 
street are staggering under a heavy load of 
fictitious bonds and shares, while the Stock 
Exchange is dull beyond any comparison 
that can be made in recent years. There is 
profit for neither bull” nor bear.“ Noth- 
ing has come of the attempt to stimulate 
railroad stocks by bringing about a general 
advance in freight rates. In the face of 
these efforts tariffs have been reduced still 
further on several leading roads, and this 
action undoubtedly represents the true logic 
of the situation. The speculative balloons 
will not float after the wind and gas have 
escaped. The schemes of the Gould clique 
were high in the air a few years ago, but 
they are now fairly aground, and the bull 
operators have no choice but to sustain their 
great load of watered stocks in the best way 
they can. There is no Hercules to come to 
help them. 

In the New York Exchange only five or six 
specialties are able to hold a place in the 
market, Operations are cautious and ‘timid, 
and the total transactions last week num- 
bered less than a million shares, The stock 


managers for help. Complaint is made that 
rates are already below the living point, and 
at the same time it is found necessary to 
lower them still further in order to secure a 
share of the comparatively little freight there 


is to be had, Railroads have been par-

A boom in rail- 
way stocks at the present time would be in 
opposition to every law of trade; it could 
not come naturally, and there is no reason to 
believe it can be forced by the devices and 
fictions of stock gamblers. 

Gamblers of every stripe are great believ- 
ers in luck and superstition, and the Wall 
street operators are no exception. In this

Such a theory may work well enough when 
applied to the ordinary ebb and flow of legiti- 
mate business, but the sagging down of the 
stock market during the last four years rep- 
resents a process of a very different char- 
acter. Bogus values have been wiped out, 
and the bubbles blown during an unusually 
favorable period will float no longer. A 
speculative boom will hardly follow an ex- 
perience of this kind. 

In plain truth, there is no good reason to 
anticipate a renewal of the boommg times 
that began in 1878 and continued till 1883. 
The conditions then were wholly exceptional ; 
they may not be repeated inside of fifty years, 
or perhaps for a century. Three or four years 
of heavy crops in this country coincided with 
a corresponding period of food scarcity in 
Europe, and thus produced in the United 
States the unusual condition of a great sup- 
ply of farm produce which was quickly sold 
for high prices. Farmers were able to pay 
their debts and indulge freely in comforts 
and even in luxuries; the demand for all 
kinds of manufactured articles quickened the 
business of the towns and cities, and the 
railroads found themselves busy with 
transportation both ways at paying rates. 
Never was a country in a better position to 
reap all the advantages of a prosperous 
period. The financial débauchery of the War 
era was over; specie resumption had been 
accomplished and the currency made as good 
as gold. The country was like a convalescent 
patient when the process of recovery is in 
full tide and all the functions of digestion 
and assimilation are stimulated to unusual 
activity. As usual at such a time the high- 
rolling waves of prosperity were covered 
with speculative bubbles that were bound to 
collapse as soon as business was brought back 
to the regular order of things. 

The inevitable turn of affairs began in 
1882. Crops in this country were not quite 
so good, while those in Europe grew better. 
Even where crops were good in this country 
prices tumbled down because of the lack of a 
foreign market to consume the surplus. ‘The

It 
will be remembered that Hazlehurst is the 
county seat of Copiah County, the rendez- 
vous of the most oftensive partisans who ever 
disgraced American politics and the senti- 
ments of ordinary humanity. It will be fur- 
ther remembered that Mr. Matthews was 
murdered in Hazlehurst in 1883 because he 
tried to yote the Republican ticket, and that 
the Democrats of the place rewarded the 
murderer by making him Town-Marshal. 
After Matthews’ death his brother, G. E. 
Matthews, was appointed Postmaster. The 
latter has now been removed and one J. L. 
Meade has been appointed in his place. It 
was this man Meade who was instrumental 
in rewarding the murderer of Matthews and 
who presided at the public meeting which 
was called after the murder and passed 
the infamous resolutions directing the Mat- 
thews family to ‘‘keep out of politics in 
Copiah County.” Now Meade is certainly 
an offensive partisan; more than that, he is 
offensive from every point of view; still 
more than that, he is offensive enough to en- 
title him to a place in the penitentiary of his 
State—and yet he is selected for a conspicuous 
office by the Administration, which apparent- 
ly does not see anything offensive in his par- 
tisan conduct! If the President has drawn 
the line at Meade, then no scoundrel in the 
country outside the penitentiary need despair 
of recognition by the Administration and re- 
ward at its hands, 

There is another case now under consider- 
ation by the President which may throw 
some light upon the subject. The Postmis- 
tress at Clifton Springs, N. X., is Mrs. 


Granger, the only surviving sister of Stephen 


A. Douglas. She is a widow, 65 years of 
age, and has given universal satisfaction in 
her management of the office. She is a 
Democrat in principle. All her family are 
Democrats. She received her office from 
President Garfield as a mark of his respect 
for the memory and services of her distin- 
guished brother, The ‘* hungry-unto-death ” 
Democrats of Clifton Springs, however, are 
clamoring for the office. They want the 
widow’s head off, and they have demanded 
it with a- persistency and rapacity worthy 
of a better cause. The case has been 
presented to the President for his de- 
cision, and when it comes we shall get pretty 
close down to his real idea of what consti- 
tutes offensive partisanism. Should he re- 
move Mrs. Granger we shall know not 

that every person who failed to vote for 5 
is an offensive partisan but that every Demo- 
erat who has held an office under a Repub- 
liean Administration? even if it be a widow 
dependent upon the place for her support, 
belongs in the same category. More than 
ever are we conyinced that the only safety 
for Cleveland is to send out the pledge to his 
appointees whieh was suggested by the 
senior Democratic organ of this city. The 
offensive partisan business is getting too 
complicated for comprehension. 


NEW YORK POLITICS. 

The political situation in New York is very 
complicated, and rather interesting in view 
of the State election which is to be held this 
fall. Mr. Cleveland has the same ambition 
to carry his own State which Mr. Arthur had 
when he first succeeded to the Presidency, 
but he desires to avoid Arthur’s mistake of 
an openly active interference which might 
result in a similar personal mortification. He 


is undecided what course to pursue in regard 


to the offices, whether to make his appoint- 
ments before the State election or hold them 
back, and whom to appoint in case he de- 
cides to turn out the Republican lacumbents 
and to fill the offices now or in the near fut- 
ure. Secretary Manning, whois Cleveland’s 
political manager, is in New York with the 
evident purpose of getting some light on the 
situation, bat even his political sagacity 
seems to be baffied. Manning is hostile to 
the nomination of the present Governor. 


Hill, who was elected Lieutenant-Governor 


with Cleveland, and believes that he 
would be defeated. Hill is of the opin- 
ion that he contributed as much as 
Cleveland himself to the remarkable victory 
of 1882, and now insists that he is entitled 
to be elected by his party to the place which 
he holds as a proxy. Ever since he became 
Governor Hill has been pulling wires to se- 
eure the Democratic nomination, which 
makes Secretary Manning angry. By his 
free use of State patronage, his efforts in be- 
half of the Catholic ‘* Freedom of Worship“ 
bill, his curious attitude on the census ques- 
tion, and by a general policy of demagog- 
ism, he has gained the support of the Demo- 
cratic State machine,“ and the Kellys, 
Gradys, Purcells, Downings, the Tammany 
and other Catholic influences are said to be 
favorable to him. But the Cleveland-Man- 
ning wing of the party is bitterly opposed to 
Hill, partly because he has ingratiated him- 
self with the anti-Cleveland faction of the. 
party and partly because it is feared and 
felt that he cannot be elected, as the mug- 
wumps are all hostile to him. On the other 
hand, if war be made against Hill, who is 
as much a demagog as Carter Harrison, and 
the nomination be denied to him, there is 
danger that he and the following which he 
has secured may make trouble and defeat the 
ticket which the Cleveland people may put 
in the field.

THE NEW ORLEANS EXPOSITION 
FAILURE. 

It is stated that the President has declined 
to o any further in helping to prop up the 
decadent New Orleans Expbsition and is op- 
posed to its continuanee for another year. In 
taking this position he Shows no more than 
ordinary wisdom and ¢ircumspection. The 
exposition has already received $1,650,000 
from the taxpayers, which the Government 
of course will never see a cent of again, and 
other interests have supplied it with half a 
million more. In allet has swallowed up 
over two millions of dollars and has been a 
failure, as it was apparent at the outset it 
would be. It was commenced at an unfort- 


unate time of year and before it was half 


ready. It was so far away from the people 
who were expected to patronize it that they 
would not take the trouble to go. The few 
Northern people who did go met with every 


possible kind of discomfort after they got 


there, and saw nothing to pay them for go- 
ing. There was mo population in the 
South to draw on for patronage. Even 
the people of New Orleans have not 
been interested enough in it to contribute to 
its support or even to visit it to any extent. 
It has entirely failed to answer the purpose 
for which it was opened, and to prolong it 
another year would only involve another in- 
vestment by the Government, which would 
follow down the same hole where its other in- 


vestments have gone, aad edd to the sum total 


‘| OF its hopeless insolveney. 


The best thing the people of New Or- 
leans can do is to close up the colossal 
confidence establishment, sell off the assets 
for what they will bring, pay off as much 
of the indebtedness as possible, and go 
out of the show business. New Orleans is 
no place for a National Exhibition, for 
geographical reasons, which are palpable to a 
school boy. Its citizens know not how to 
conduct such an exposition, nor if they did 
would it have any special attraction for South- 
ern people. ‘There afe but two or three 
cities, and those hundreds of miles away, 
that could be relied on to patronize 
it, and certainly Northern people have 
no desire to travel a thousand 
miles or more, at great expense and with the 
knowledge of certain discomfort, to help sup- 
port an affair in which the South itself takes 
no interest. The Government and the people 
of the North have already been more gen- 
erous to the exposition than the very city in 
which it is held, and it does not look very 
well for her to expect any further contribu- 
tions from the National Treasury to keep up 
a show in which the people themselves have 
no interest. Better let it die and learn a 
lesson for the future from its demise. 


WITH a growmg certainty that England 
and Russia will not go to war over the 
Afghan question the produce markets have 
been very weak fora few days past. The 
heaviness rather comes from the other side 
of the Atlantic than originates here, but the 
effect is the same. ‘The English trade is op- 
pressed with the weight of food-stuffs, chief- 
y wheat, which were set in motion towards 
them on the first intimation that war was 
possible; and a great deal of that material 
was bought under a speculative pressure at 
considerably higher prices than those now 


ruling. ‘The effort to dispose of these hold-. 


ings is producing great weakness in the for- 
eign trade, and it were not strange if numer- 
ous failures should yet occur as a conse- 
quence of release from the speculative strain. 
It is even alleged by some that enough 
wheat is already on hand in the British Isles, 
or headed towards them, to meet all the de- 
mands of consumers up to nearly the end of 
September, or about the time that the home 
crop is available for consumption in a season 
of ordinary dryness. This may be an over- 
statement, but there is no room to doubt in 
regard to the general fact that food is press- 
ing in upon the attention of the people of 
Western Europe at a rate fully equal to their 
ability to take care of it. Under such con- 
ditions the export demand for our wheat is 


necessarily down to zero, the moderate quan- 


tities that are now going forward being moved 
in a speculative spirit by men in the trade 
who are attracted by the offerings of freight 
room at very low rates, while rebates have 
been. offered to them if they would take 
the grain out of store in the West. This 
makes the stocks of grain in store at the 
principal points of accumulation seem much 
harder to carry than they would otherwise be, 
and their weight practically crowds out of 
sight for the time being the now undeniable 
fact of a big shortage in the wheat crop of 
the United States this year, especially as the 
yield of the other cereals promises to be 
plentiful on fair quantities carried over from 
the crops of last year. And so prices are 
drooping, the bears gathering fresh courage 
with each decline, till it looks as 
if they will not rest before prices have been 
forced down to the low level which in former

THERE have been many evidences of late 
that the Democratic party will divide itself 
into Cleveland and anti-Cleveland factions, 
and the following extract from the Washing- 
ton correspondence of the Cincinnati Eu- 
quirer is a full admission of the fact: 

Discontent among Democrats is on the in- 
crease, It ig apparent in the speech of every 
public man that one meots. Go where you 
‘will, talk with whom you will, and everywhere 
discontent is perceivable. The fact is patent 
to all that Grover Cleveland, be he whatever he 
may in the contest Setween bigh tariff and free 
trade, in his own affairs is a most aggravated 
case of monopoly, There is no doubt, and the 
fact will admit of no discussion, that Cabinet 
officers, United States Senators, and members 
of Congress are alike without influence with 
the Chief Magistrate. No Senator bas yet been 
able to get what in common political courtesy 
is his due. No Congressman has met with po- 
litical or official recognition to which his office 
justiy entities him. Here and there a Cabinet 
officer, a Senator, or intrigant has been able 
by deceit to purioin a littie official pap, or by 
the most abject entreaty to place a friend or 
adherent in piace. 

It may be said that the Cincinnati 2nquirer 
is not a very square Democratic paper and 
not a trustworthy authority about party af- 
fairs. Nevertheless John McLean is the man 
of all others to discover dissensions and to 
foment them. There is little doubt that his 
advices from Washington are correct. In- 
deed the statement quoted above is abun- 
dantly supported by collateral evidence, If 
Mr. Cleveland shall continue the course 
which is ascribed to him the political condi- 
tions in Washington will make that city a 
very pandemonium next winter. The Demo- 
cratic politicians took up Cleveland rather re- 
luctantly and solely on account of his availa- 
bility. They did not make him President, 
however, with the purpose of giving him a 
personal monopoly of the patronage. 
They expected that he would follow the 
party custom of consulting their interests and 
preferences, and distribute the offices for the 
general good of the party and the particular 
good of the party leaders. If Democratic 
Senators and members of Congress are to be 
snubbed they will conclude that they might 
just as well have a Republican President. 
They will not submit to this treatment at 
Cleveland's hands without a struggle, and 
they can make a determined and vicious 
struggle when Congress meets. The Senate 
can refuse to confirm the President’s appoint- 
ments and the House can refuse the appro- 
priations asked by the departments. Unless 
the Democratic members of Congress be 
conciliated they will make serious trouble, 
and the mugwumps will rally about Mr. 
Cleveland in vain. There will be war, though 
it may not break out till Congress meets. 


A New York dispatch says that Secretary 
Manning is at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He is 
worried so by office-hunters that he does not 


dare leave his apartments, and cannot even

Mr. Manning das twice visited Mr. Tilden 
since Saturday, and it is understood his busi- 
ness in New York is to seek the views of party 
leaders as to the best course to pursue in 
making appointments after turning out Re- 
publicans. 

Mr. Manning is also deeply interested in the 
coming Gubernatorial contest. It is well 
known that acting Gov. Hill is an object of 
hatred to the Administration because of his 
anti-Cleveiand expressions since his accession 
to office. Lieut.-Gov. Hill feels certain of nom- 
ination, but the Manning faction say he can 
never be elected; and the Republicans agree 
with them and add that whoever the Demo- 
crats nominate this fall will be defeated. 

Vice-President Hendricks has been talkmg 
demag ogic twaddle to his neighbors. He por- 
trays without blushing the part he hag been 
playing in Washington, looking up offices for 
„the people” in return for the favor the peo- 
ple did for him in that line. The spectacle of 
the Vice-President making speeches of this 
sort will lend a new fervor to the prayer of

Loxnox. May 27.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. I—Mr. Parnell is complet- 
ing bis list of candidates for those of the Irish 
counties and boroughs which he considers it 
worth while to contest at the genera! elections 
in November, He is making up the list with a 
view of capturing as many of the hitherto con- 
stituencies as possibie by putting his strongest 
menin the doubttul places, where their per- 
sonal popularity, aided by coalitions with the 
Liberals where these are practicable, may 
turn the scale against the Tories.

It ia believed in some quarters that the Gov- 
ernment received officia) notice trom Turkey 
yesterdar that its terms would not be accept- 
ed, and that this was the reason for the isa u- 
ance of the order for the guards to land 
at Alexandria. The proposals permitted the 
Turkish Government to ovoupy and control the 
Soudan, provided action were taken to sup- 
press the slave trade and to develop com- 
merce. The Porte would be free to assert its 
suzerain richts over the whole of the Soudan, 
inciuding the Province of Dongola. The com- 
pietion of the railway between Suakin and Ber- 
ber, under concession to an English company, 
was to be part of the understanding with the 
Turkish Government, althoug it bad not been 
formally referred to in the proposals. 

Sheik Mel.k, a descendant of the Kings of 
Argo, bas been appointed by the Khedive of 
Egypt Governor of the Province of Dongola. 
He will be virtually an independent sovereign 
after the evacuation of the province by the 
British is completed. The British Government 
disclaims responsibility for the appointment, 
and says it will not be answerable for the re- 
sult. 

Several reports are in circulation at Cairo 
to the effect that El Mahdi has sent Hussein 
Khalifa to Cairo to arrange terms with the 
Khedive. 

A dispatch trom Constantinople to the Ber- 
lin National Zeitung says the Grand Vizier bas 
declined tne English proposal for the occupa- 
tion of Suakin at Turkey. 

The Constantinople correspondent of? the 
London Times says the Turkish Council of Min- 
isters is undecided as to the occupation of 
Suakin by Turkey, and that the Grand Vizier 
constantly opposes the British proposal. 

Sig. Mancini, Italian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, bas received a telegram from Capt. 
Ferran, announomg that King John of 
Abyssinia received him in a very cordial man- 
ner and expressed a wisb to maintain the most 
friendly relations with Italy. The. disputch 
also states that any unpleasant impress on that 
may have been caused by the occupation of 
Massowah by the Italian forces has been en- 
tirely removed. Another dispatob, bowever,

The remainder were 
sent to the reserves, The following half- 
breeds were arrested for participating in 
the fight at Cut-Knife Creek: Baptist 
Sayer, Andrew Sayer, Alexander Bremner, 
Charles Bremner, and a white man named 
Robert Jefferson, an instructor with Pound- 
maker. The remainder of Poundmaker's party 
is expected tomorrow, They hase evidently 
brought the least valuabie of their arms in, 
and the young braves are believed to have all 
the best rifles.

A LEGAL PHENOMENON, 


PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH 
A PRISONER WAS SENTENCED FOR LIFE 
FOR MANSLAUGHTER. 

CotumBiA, S. C., May 27.—[Special.|—In ao- 
cordance with the terms of a decision rendered 
today by the Supreme Court of Soutb Carolina 
the singular circumstance will be recorded 
that a convicted felon, who was sen- 
tenced to lite imprisonment, after serv- 
ing eight years in the penitentiary, was 
stripped of his striped garments, taken 
back to the court-room in citizen's garb, and 
resentenced. Solomon Ault man, a white man, 
was tried for murder in June, 1878, before the 
Court of General Sessions for Edgefield County. 
He was found guilty of manslaughter and rec- 
ommended to mercy. The penalty ot man- 
slaughter is from two to thirty years’ impris- 
onment. 

@ The presiding Judge requested the State Solic- 

itor to assist him in writing out the sentence, 

and the Solicitor, believing that the criminal 
law bad been amended as to mansilaugh- 


ter. prepared a sentence of life im- 
prisonment, which was 
pronounced by the Judge. The court 


then adjourned sine die. The error was die- 
covered too late to be corrected. A year ago 
W. S. Monileith, a lawyer of this city, became 
interested in the case and applied for a pardon 
for Auitmao, which was refused. He then 
moved before the Supreme Oourt for a writ 
of babeas corpus. This was denied, the 
Supreme Court holding that it cannot correct 
an erro~ of the Circuit Court on babeas corpus 
proceedings, but only ou appeal.

MARY BEEBE’S ‘TROUBLES. 


THE HUSBAND OF A SOMEWHAT NOTED 
SINGER. SEEKS FOR A DIVORCE ON THE 
GROUND OF DESERTION AND ADULTERY. 
Boston, Mass., May 27.—|Special.J—A few 

years ago Mary Beebe, a pretty, bright, 

piquant young woman, came to Boston from 

an Ohio town and created a very favorable im- 

pression in musical circles by her accomplish- 

ments as a vocalist. Sbe became a member of 
the Boston Ideal opera company, which was 
organized by Miss Ober soon after Miss 

Beebe’s arrival in Boston, and for a time was 

a favorit with the public. In the fall of 1880 

Bociety circles were astonished to learn that 

Mr. R.chard G. Haskell, a young gentieman 

of meaus and favorably known in business 

circles, was engaged to Miss Beebe. In 

December, 1880, y were married, and lived 

at No. 54 Commonwealth avenue, smong the 

aristocratic wealthy citizens of the Hub. 

Not long utter there were rumors that they did 

not live bappily, and it was soon known that 

Mary bad deserted ber home. 

Today Mr. Haskell: appeared -in court to 
obtain a divorce from bis wife on the ground 
of desertion and adultery. Haskell testified 
that one Friday night in the June following 
their marriage she went away. He 
found her in New York and induced 
ber to return with him three days 
later. In June, 1882, she went away again 
witbout his knowledge. Sbe went away with 
aan Boston Ideal opera company. March 10, 

a ee learned that his wife was at a 
hotel ih New York, be went there at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, accompanied by two detectives. 

The hotel register showed that “Mary Beebe” 

and William H. West“ were assigned to ad- 

joining and connected rooms. By breaking in 
atransom he obtained positive proof of bis 
wife's infidelity. Upon demanding admission 

West opeued the door, when he (Haskell) and a 

detective forced their way in. His wife had 

returned from West's room to herown and 
sunk upon the bed in a faint. 

When she recovered he told her that he 
should at once proceed to procure a divorce 
on the ground of adultery. He asked West if 
be was willing to marry the woman, and he re- 
plied that be was. His wife also assented to 
that. Then he told, them that ne did not mean 
to persecute or harm them. They were at per- 
fect liberty to live together in that way, and 
they could come to Buston and sing witnout fear 
of any kind of trouble from bim. She said 
that West had been very kind to her when she 
was sick, and that they had lived together in 
New Orleans and Phiiadelphia.

OREGON’S POLITICAL "PROBLEMS. 


DISCUSSING METHODS BY WHICH TO &E- 
CURE A UNITED STATES SENATOR. 

PORTLAND, Ore., May 25.--The questions, 
“Who sball represent Oregon in the United 
States Senate at the opening of Congress next 
December?” * Who shall be appointed until 
the meeting of the next Legislature?” and 
Shall there be an extra session of the Legis- 
latu er“ are as much unanswered today as 
they were when the last Legisiature adjourned, 
Feb. 19, without electing a Senator. There 
were some comments b, the press of the State 
in which the folly of the Legislature was cen- 
sured, but so far as the public are aware the 
maiter of the Senatorsbip has disappeared 
from thought. The opinion prevails in this 
city, which is the Republican 
that the Governor ought to call a 


special session, and it is known that 
this step has been urged by the Repub- 
lican§ National Committee. Gov. Moody 
nas kept his own counsel, however, has not 
consulted with the State Central Committee, 
has not perinitted any of the aspirants for the 
Senatorship to talk with him on the subject, 
and when approached by personal friends al- 
ways gives an evasive and strictiy non-com- 
taittal reply to the question as to whether he 
intends to call a special session, His custo- 
mary answer is: ‘* Congress doesn’t meet until 
December, and there’s plenty of time to think 
about it.“ 

Apart from the Senatorship enough reasons 
of an ent.rely non-political nature present 
themseives to justify Gov. Moody in calling a 
special session. A flaw exists in the Keady 
Local Option bill, passed last January, which 
will deprive the State of the revenue of all the 
liquor traffic outs. de of organized municipali- 
ties. There isasoaflawin the Registration 
act. A feeling exists that the State tax is too 
high, and a general demand has been ex- 
pressed that it be reduced. Benefits to be de- 
rived trom a legally perfect hquor law and 
from reduction in taxes would be four times 
as much as the cost of an extra session; hence 
it could be called on the ground of ecouomy 
alone, 

From a partisan point of view it would per- 
baps be unwise tw call aspecial session. Notb- 
ing bas transpired to show that the sectional! 
and factional! differences, so openly and bitterly 
fought last January and "February, have in the 
least healed, In the Legislature of 1882, which 
seat the Hon. Joseph N. Dolph to the United 
States Senate, during the last bour of the ses- 
sion, the majority surrendered to the minority. 
They will not doit again, and the minority, 
though smaller than three years ago, are no 
less firm, though with far less cause. A caim 
view is that the Legisiature, if called together 
a second time, will repeat its history. These 
differences must be remedied soon, or the next 
Legislature, which is elected in June, 1886, and 
mevts in January, 1887 will be Democratic. 

In asking Gov. Moody to appoint a Senator 
as away out of the dilema a most delicate 
task is imposed. It is argued that be could 
well appoint Hirsch, who was the majority 
candidate and recived within seven votes of 
enough to elect bim, because the Governor 
would be doing something which the Leis- 
lature re used todo. Butevery other promi- 
neut Republican in the State was also a candi- 
date at one time or another during the contest, 
and the appointment of any suitable man 
would be open to exactly the same criticism, 
only it would fall heavier. As a Republican 
Gov. Moody is between two fires. Naturally 
be would want to see a Republican Senator 
e ected tor six years. If he snould appoiat for 
two years it is reasonably certain that a Demo- 
erat Well go for the remaining 
the term, because the Kepublicans have never 
been able to carry this State except when 
united at every point, and next June the Demo- 
crats will go into the campaign with the pres- 
tige of a National victory. If a special sess on 
should be called the chances of electing a Re- 
publican Senator are no more than equal to 
the chances of widening the breach which now 
exists.

STATISTICS OY n BUSINESS DONE DUR- 
ING THE YEAR OF 1884—THE MAN WITH A 
DOLLAR IN HIS STOMACH. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis,, May 27.—(Special.]—Seoc 
retary Langson of the Chamber of Commerce 
has completed the twenty-seventh annual re- 
port o! the trade and commerce of Milwaukee 
for the year ended Dec. 31, 1884. Statistics are 
given sbowing that the wheat receipts for the 
year amounted to 138. 193.932 busbels, an in- 
crease of nearly 4.000. 000 over the receipts of 
1883; net receipts of barley, 4,702,766 bushels. 
The nominal storage capacity of the public 
grain elevators in Milwaukee is 5,630,000 
bushels. During the winter all of the elevators 
were tared to their full capacity. One of the 
most encouraging features of Milwaukee's 
commerce is that presented by the receipts of 
coal, which reached 703,161 tons in 1884, an in- 
crease of nearly 100,000 tons over 1883. Jn 1874 
but 177.655 tons of coal were received at th.s 
port. The total number of arrivaisof all classes 
ef vesse.s during the year was 5,176, represent- 
ing an aggregate of 2,637,925 tons. The 
movement of lumber was equal to that of 
1883. whieh was the largest in the record of 
Milwaukee’s lumber trade. Extensive im- 
provements were made in the North Chicago 
Roiling-Miil Company's Bay View Works anu 
they were kept running on balt time or so 
during the entire year. The output o: flour 


‘by Milwaukee milis was 1,070,860 barrels, 


nearly 200,000 barrels in excess of the 
preceding year’s product. In the manufact- 
ure of 1,136,401 barrels of beer the breweries 
consumed 2,207,992 bushels of bar.ey and 
1.876.344 pounds of hops. The breweries’ 
gross proceeds from the sale of their product 
were a Alerle less than 89,000. 000. The volume 
of bankmg business for the year was about 
the same as in 1883, deposite reaching che sum 
of $553,224,030. Transactions in real estate 
amounted to nearly $7,000,000, white in the 


erection ot new buildings and making mprove- 


ments over $3,000,000 was expended. Mi- 
waukee’s railway system bas 9,000 miles of 
road directly tributary to the city.

HEARING THE RESPONDENT'S: SIDE OF THE 
a 43 Gas.

Mrs. Emma Canavan, daughter ef J. B. Val- 
liquette, continued her testimony before Judge 
Knickerbocker yesterday morning in the in- 
quiry into her father’s sanity, it being in sub- 
stance the same as the matter det forth in ber 
pet ion. Sbe recounted various vagaries in- 
dulged in dy ber father, such as refusing to 
eat anything in her bouse until she bad first 
tasted it, for fear of poison, etc. Only once 
did the witness fail to maintain ber composure, 
and that was when the attorney tor the opposit 
side asked her if she had offered a carpenter 
named Tucker a consideration. providing he 
would swear on ner side regarding ber father’s 
alleged insanity. The witness vebementiy de- 
nied anything of the sort. This closed the tes- 
timony for the petitoner and the witoesses for 
the respondent were called, * 

Patrick Harvey. a plumber, bad done some 
work for the respondent, and there was the 
usual kick about the bill Mr. Harvey 
chought Mr. Valliquette sane, not because he 
demurred at the size of the bill, but for the rea- 
son that he seemed to understand all about the 
business in hand. Harvey was somewhat 
worked up, and characterized the attorney for 
the petiuoner as a pettifosger.“ 

Dr. James S. Jewell of No. 70 East Mouroe 
street, Professor of diseases of the nervous 
s stem at the Chicago Medica) College, was 
called as an cxpert.

To this tne coun- 
sel tor the petitioner strenuously objected, 
particularly as bis Honor was not a married 
man. The substance of what Valliquette told 
the doctor was that de wanted somebody to 
take care of him, which was the reason be got 
married. The final decision or opiuion of the 
doctor was that the respondent was sane 
enough to take care ot bimseif and his prop- 
erty. He thonght, however, that the respond- 
ent's faculties were somewhat impaired and 
enfeebled, a stroke of paralysis being the 
vause. The brother of Mr. Valliquette’s pres- 
ent wife paid tne doctor for the examination 
he made of Mr. Valliquette. .

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 
A CARELESS QGALCIMINER KILLED BY AN ELE- 
VATOR. 

About 3:30 p. m. yesterday an accident oc- 
curred in the Northwestern Insurance Buila- 
ing, on the corner of La Salle and Adams 
streets, resulting in the death of J. A. Berry, a 
calciminer working for H. J. Milligan & Co. 
Berry and his partner, Benjamin Breemer, 
were calcimining the wall back of where the 
elevators run. They were on top ok the ele- 
vator and bad twice lowered it, having com- 
menced at the top, and were working down. 
Breemer was finishing his side, and Berry said 
be would lower the elevator by pullmg in the 
rope which ran down back of the cage. 
Breemer asked him not to do 80, 
as he feared an accident. Berry was 
not to be‘: persuaded. .:The elevator 
started down rapidly. and Breemer crawied to 
the centre and called to bis cumpanion to 
stop it it he could. He attempted to do 80, 
catching the rope with botb bands with so firm 
agrasp that the elevator not only stopped but 
started up as rapidly as it had previously de- 
scended. This: caused Berry to slip into the 
space between the cage and the wall, falling 
head first. Before the elevator was stopped 
by the automatic attachment at the top it had 
rolled Berry down the wall until bis bead and 
shoulders were crushed between the wail and 
elevator car. .Breemer was so wedged in be- 
tween the top of the car and the ceiling that 
‘be could render no assistance, but he 
attracted the attention of the boy frun- 
ning the next’ elevator, who came up 
and released him. It. was found necessary to 
cut through the wall from a closet next the 
elevator snatt n order to release Berry. He 
breathed when taken out and died in a few 
momeuts. He was unmarried, and lived at 
Hickson’s Hotel, No. 143 Monroe street. Hie 
friends, living in Cincinnati, O., were notified, 
and his body was taken to the morgue. The 
inquest will be held this morning.

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III SIEGE OF CARTAGENA. | 


An Interesting Letter from the 
‘Scene of the Recent Bloody 
Work by Insurgents. | 


The Natural Advantazes for Defense 
Not Made Use Of by the Com- 
manding General. 


Daring Attack by a Tug on a Barque— 
ty Engagement Which Ended 
in a Draw. 


— — 


Last week Toe Trisune printed the follow- 


ing dispatch from Colon: 

A DESPERATE BATTLE—EIGHT HUNDRED PANA- 
MA REBELS KILLED IN AN ATTACK ON THE 
BESIEGED CITY OF CARTAGENA. 

Cor ox. May 18.—[Special.]—The rebel Gytan, 
with 2,000 toliowers, made an assault on the 
walls of Cartagena the night of May 7. After 
asevere battle the insurgents were repulsed 
with a loss of 800 men. The rebels finally 
withorew in their ftiotilia to Barranquilla. The 
American, Eckers, who commanded the flotilla 
in the assault on the city, was killed. 
One wing of the atcacking land 
was led by Preston, the rebel who 
arrested thé Americans at Colon, and subse- 
quently burned thewity. Gen. Santo Domingo 
Vila, the lawful President of the State ot Pana- 
ma, with 4,000 mea, arrived at Cartagena yes- 
terday. Gen. Reyes wiil lead the combined 
forces against Barranquiila, where the rebels 
are stationed. When the siege of Cartagena 
‘was raised the people were iiving on cats, dogs, 
lard, and a littie rice. 

In view of the sanyguinary result of the insur- 
rection in Bolivar, the annexed letter from a 
special correspondent of Tae Txisune—an 
American officer stationed at Cartagena—set- 
ting forth the causes of the insurrection and 
the progress made in the siege up to May 2 last 
will be found of especial interest: 


CARTAGENA, May 2.—(Special Correspond- 
ence. Not having seen much news from Car- 
tageua in any of the home papers I thought a 
jew words from here might be agreeabie to 
your many readers, informing them of the 


torces 


events of the civil war in progress here for tue 


last ten weeks. As communication with the 
outside world has been almost entirely cut off 
by the principal sea ports having been do- 
olared blockaded, and as there is no telegraph 
connecting this part of the world with civili- 
zation, it is haraly to be wondered at that only 
the most meagre items should have reached 
you from what bas already been styled “ the 
beroic city.”’ 

First I presume it is necessary to touch upon 
the causes which led to the existing unhappy 
state of affairs. I shai! not attempt going into 
the detail of all the causes, in which you have 
not the slightest interest, ana which probably 
I could not expiain with sufficient clearness to 
throw very much light on the subject. Suffice 
it to say that the administration at Bogota ren- 
dered itseif very unpopular by some measures 
it adopted, and the opposition bad sufficient 
strength to organize and to raise armies in 
four of the nine States of Colombia. In all 
but Bolivar this rebeliion has been success- 
fully put down. It is in the affairs of that 
State that I have had a good chance of wit- 
neseing the progress of the civil war and to 
which I shall reatrict my remarks. 

A Very peculiar state of affairs exists here. 
The President of the State leaves the State 
Capital at Cartagena, goes over to Barranquilla, 
and there joins the insurgents, in reality re- 
belling against his own authority. It seems 
that the party who elected him is the one dis- 
satisfied with the Central Government, and al- 
though legally elected he resigns here and 
throws in his ot with his friends, setting up at 
Barranquilla another Government, but always 
with the party who actually elected him. Con- 
sequently, although having ieft his affairs here, 
he cunsiders all his acts, under the present cir- 
cumstances, legal, as be is the de jure Presi- 
dent of the sovereign State of Bolivar. 
Meanwhile the Constitution is kept in due re- 
gard by the Cartagenians who, by its provis- 
ions, install the Vice-President as President, 
which they are legally allowed to do upon the 
office.,of the latter being vacated. Throughout 
there are so many complications that it would 
take a Philadeiphia lawyer, and a very smart 
one at that, to unravel the snarl, and when he 
bac id have lost all interest in 
eis, considered as a case of 

the dissatisfied to gain power and of 


those who are in power being determined to 


maintain themselves. 
THE INSURGENTS. 

Gen. Santo Domingo, a Cartagenian, had 
some years ago gone over to Panama, where, 
in course of time, he had been elected Presi- 
dent. Upon hearing of tne trouble fn his na- 


tive State he turned over the Government ot 


ah 


Panama to the Vice-President, having first en- 


tirely put down, as he thought, the rebellion. 


in that State, and came over here, where he 
assumed the military Governorship of Carta- 
gena, and at once set to work to put the city in 
a proper state to resist a siege, which at that 
time nobody deemed could possibly last over 
three or four weeks. 

While these preparations were in progress 
the insurgents bad seized all the boats on the 
Magdalena River, the Mississippi of Colombia, 
at the mouth of which lies Bar- 
ranguilia, one of the largest cities 
in the Republic, the entrepot of which 
is the Town of Savanilla, some twenty 
miles to the westward on the seacoast and 
possessing a very good harbor, which on ac- 
count of the shoal water at the mouth of the 
Magdalena is utterly wanting at Barranquilla. 
Having all the river boats it was not a very 
difficult matter for the insurgents to pounce 
down upon the towns on the river banks and 
deal with the inhabitants as they thought 


best. 

The insurgent General, to whom was par- 
ticujariy intrusted the direction of affairs 
im the Division of the Atlantic, as they term it, 
. Was a young man of considerable intelligence 
named Ricardo Gaitan, to whose vigilance and 
activity the success of the insurgent arms in this 
quarter is chiefly due. Guitan had about 150 
men, half of whom he prudentiy left in a vil- 
lage just out of Barranquilla, and taking the 
other half with bim he boldly rode into the 
city and demanded its immediate surrender, 
declaring his party was but the advance guard 
and that a large body of troops was immediate- 
ly behind him in a village, mentioning the name 
of the same, which wus plainly visible and in 
which quite a number of borsemen could be 
seen riding about. The people were taken by 
surprise, and, being unprepared tor defense, 
immediately surrendered, thus giving a blood- 
less yictory to insurgents, and insuring 
their having one of the richest cities fora base 
of supplies and a source from which 
to increase their revenues. This latter 
they almost immediately set about 
accomplishing by way of forced wars and so 
on—which turnished them a sufficiently sizable 
military chest to admit of their equippim 1,500 
or 2,000 men and building up some of the tugs 
and r:ver-boats into a fleet not unlike in many 
respects the tamous Mississippi flotilla in our 
Civil War. 

Early in February some Americans at Carta- 
ena who sympathized with the insurgents got 
hold of a tueboat, which was named the Cor- 
dova, and a white schooner of some fifty tons 
burden, on each of which a gun was mounted. 
That on the schooner, the Katy, was a twelve- 
pound Armstrong, the lucky possession’ of 
which has been a powerful factor to- 
ward success on the part of the in- 
surgents, as they have moved it about 
frequently trom place to place, and as it has 
two or three times the range of any gun pos- 
sessed by the Unionists, and as the supply of 

„ ammunſtion seems inexhaustible it has con- 
— 5 oe coward victory, besides instill- 
a ear ot its possibilities into 

the hearts of the other side. 

When I arrived here early in March Carta- 
gene was declared by the insurgents to be in a 
State of blockade. the fleet with which this in- 
terruption to commerce was to be maintained 
consisting as I have said of only these two 
smuil vessels. The Captain of one of them, 
however, had sufficient assurance to land 
through the surf with a flag of truce and de- 
mand the surrender of the city. 


CARTAGENA’S DEFENSES. 


Cartagena was built very substantially, to 
Withstand the fierce attacks of the Spanish 
tree years and years ago. It bas with- 
stood various sieges successfully and also it 
has been once or twice captured by assault. 
In these latter cases one bears the praises >f 
the fortunate captors loudly sung, but I fancy 
upon investigation it will be found that treach- 
ery within the walls was much more potent 
than bravery witoout, for in those ancient 
days of fiimtiocks and blunderbusses, with 
cannon of tcalibre, and but few of the 
modern appliances for conducting a siege 
it was an impossibility to storm the place, so 
endowed has it been by nature with every pos- 
Bible feature for resistan 


} other 


umble-to-pieces-out-of-repair 
look so common to many places one visits. 


PREPARING FOR WAR. 


When I arrived here the city authorities were 
very busy digging up the guns from the 
streets, picking up the cannon balls wherever 
they could find them, making cartridge bags 
for powder charges for the guns, and doing 
whatever their ingenuity could suggest in the 
way of improvising gun carriages. Their at- 
tempts at this latter construction were amusing, 
but their persistency in making the best of 
everything that came to hand was certain- 
ly greatly to be adamired. Farm-wagon 
wheels were at a premium, and when 
they gave out pieces of board were 
nailed together in two or three thicknesses and 
then acircular piece was cut out, which, al- 
though it did not make a very elegant wheel, 
answered the purpose. The axles and trails 
were roughly cut out or stuf? on hand, and 
fitted to each other securely, so that when fin- 
isbed the completed carriage answered admira- 
bly. Sand-bags were taken to the top of the 
ramparts and placed just far envugh apart to 
admit of a man obtaining a fair sight for firing 
the bag protecting his head meanwhile. 
Preparations were made for housing the troops 
by erecting temporary wooden sheds, the only 
thing to guard against being the sun's rays, 
there being no danger of rain until after the 
Ist eof May, and, or, course, never 
any cold weather. What is cailed “the 
Doctor makes in after 11 o'clock 
blowing at times as strong as half a gale. This 
wind, the regular northeast trade, can be 
counted upon with almost unvarying regulari- 
ty for seven or eight months in the year. 
Without it everything would be parched and 
burnea and the place would be sickly, whereas, 
I presume, it is as fertile and healthy as any 
place in this latitude. Preparations were also 
made to burn the bridge tonnectiag the walled 
town witb quite a larwre settlement just outside 
the walls and across the canal. 


BAD MANAGEMENT. 


Strange to say, there was no move made to- 
ward occupying the hights commanding the 
city, a neglect which I should think would 
have been a continuous thorn in the flesh, not- 
withstanding the excuse given mat the troops 
could not be trusted to hold it, and 
if sent out there they would wo over 
to the enemy. Here was a hill 150 feet high 
crowned by the ruins of an old castle, a most 
excelient situation for ‘masking a battery or 
covering sbarpshooters, overlooking and com- 
manding every prominent building in the city, 
and within easy riflo range of the walls them- 
selves, custom-house, cathedral, and the resi- 
dences of many of the best people in the city. 
Some three-quarters of a mile farther off is 
another hill over 500 feet high, on the summit 
of which is an old convent, capable of being 
made an impregnable fortress, and which fifty 
men could hold against ten times their number. 
For the same reason this bill, called La Popa, 
was not occupied, the General in command 
saying he wanted to wait until the 
insurgents got close under the city walls, when 
he would bottle them up. Later events proved 
the insurgents to be the cork and his party the 
contents of the bottle. 

Cartagena is directly on the sea, the road- 
stead isan open one, and very rough indeed 
when the windis fresh, so that most vessels 
run down some miies to the southward, and 
pass through the narrow entrance of Boca 
Chica, which is guarded by two forts, up into 
the lagoon, Cartugenu Harbor as it is called. 
close to the city, gaining thereby a quiet and 
safe anchorage and easy access to the city. 
These forts at Boca Chica the Unionists did 
succeed in garrisoning, but they appear to 
have neglected to block up another entrance to 
the lower bay from Barranquilla, through which 
the insurgents were free to bring vessels and 
supplies and of which they were not long in 
taking advantage. So really from the very 
start the display of Generalship ou the part of 
the Unionists did not promise very much for 
the future. Whereas their opponents were in 
every respect more on the alert and better 
able to take advantage of the opportunities as 
they offered. 6

The insurgents having seized all the vessels. 


on the Magdalena River and ali of those at Bar- 
ranquilia nad a much larger force on ‘which to 
draw, and they at once mounted a gun on the 
Cordova and sent her and a white schooner, 
the Katy, which I think was seized here, to 
blockade this port. These vessels fired at the 
town occasionally, only a few of the shot, 
those from a twelve-pouhd Armstrong, getting 
into the city. This Armstrong gun proved 
too much for the light timber of the 
schooner on which it was mounted. 80 
it was taken from her and mounted 
on the old pastle ruins close to the 
city, from which place it was moved from 
time to time as occasion required, and, being 
the most powerful gun by far that either side 
possessed, I presume it has played as important 
apart in this siege as ever anyone gun has 
‘been called upon to perform during the whole 
time histories of sieges have been written. 
The Unionists, hearing that this gun was about 
being moved to the castle, sent a force down 
to intercept it, but, as might have been ex- 
pected, they returned empty-handed, having 
gone down a day too late, and being saluted 
on their return with shots fired from the very 
gun they had gone to capture, 
THE FIGHTING BEGUN, 

WoS several nights there was a brisk inter- 
change of musketry firing and an occasional 
shot from the larger guns. As a rule, but lit- 
tle damage was done, the rifles bems fired aim- 
lesly, the idea apparéntly being to make 
a noise to sustain their courage and to 
impress the other side that a wide-awake look- 
out was on duty. 

The insurgents increased in numbers from 
day to day and gradually occupied the villages 
about the bay, takihg full possession of all 
strategic points, including the fort protecting 
one side of the entrance to the inner barbor. 
The steamer Legisiator came in with about 300 
men for the Nationalists, who were received 
with open arms, band playing 
and all hands in a state of wild 
excitement. Later on the steamer Alive 
came in with some stores and about thirty-five 
recruits. This was the last addition to the 
ranks or commissary department those inside 
the walls were doomed to receive, all avenues 
for relief being effectually cut off by the be- 
sieging forces. Rven the Aline was frightened 
away before she bad landed more than half 
ber stores by a rumor that the insurgent tug 
Game Cock, seized at Aspiawall and brought 
over here, was approaching. 

All people who could get away from the. city 
took advantage of these opportunities and left 
either for Jamaica or Aspinwail, so that many 
of the nicest houses in town are at present un- 

upied.

By the way, the United States 
arms—the Remington—ana Union Metallic Cart- 
ridge Company's ammunition are employed by 
both sides; and a number of the troops are 
clothed with old-style artillery uniform; sold 
by the Quartermaster's Department some years 
ago. As a rule Americans are thought very 
highly of in all these West India and South 
American places, and, while very much re- 
spected, I think they are also considerably 
‘feared; they are generally found among the 
leaders. Quite naturally in a country where 
everything is put off until tomorrow, the natu- 
ral go-abead of Yankeedom would place its 
citizens well ahead in the race. 


THE SIEGE. 


Additional protection of sand-bags was now 
placed upon the ramparts, and the people be- 
gan to look upon the matter in all its serious 
aspects. Provisions went up to almost famine 
prices; beef was $1 a pound in a very short 
while, eggs 25 cents apiece, chickens $2 or $3 
eagh. From these prices they continued to 
rise until there were none left to be sold, and 
then down all bands had to come to rice and 
flour. The former bas not been above 10 cents 
the pound. The wheaten loaves, although they 
have not risen in value, have decreased in size, 
which, to be sure, is only another way of put- 
ting the matter, although perhaps in this latter 
guise a bread riot could be better guarded 
against. However, those who know what peo- 
pie far more civilized than these underwent 
during the siege ot Paris, when the Germans 
had possession of the adjacent country, would 
possibly consider the present diet of the Carta- 
genians one of positive luxury. Still it must 
be the hight of tantalization to see the insur- 
gents who have occasioned all this row waxing 
strong and hearty in the full enjoyment of the 
vegetable gardens and fruit plantations, the 
property of those in the city and within full 
view of the walls. 

The people living in the upper stories of the 
houses immediately exposed to the assailants’ 
fire moved downto the lower portion of the 
buildings, and those whose houses were not 
bullet-proof moved toward the middle of the 
city, where they were free from everything 
but starvation. 

Had Gen, Santo Domingo been abie at this time 
to trust his foliowers he might with compara- 
tive ease have sallied forth and cleaned out the 
enemy, but the people inside the walls were 
not all heart and soul in the business, and so 
the golden moment was lost. Orders were is- 
sued, but the counsel of the majority was suffi- 
cient to countermand them. They had a blind 
faith in the rumor of help coming from the 
interior, which aid two months ago was de- 
clared to be within a few days’ march 
but which has not yet arrived, and it begins to 
look as though when they did arrive it would 
be to find themselves too late, with the sign 
up, Lou cannot enter now.“ 

At one time Gen. Santo Domingo was on the 
point or resigning and leaving the place in dis- 
gust, but his friends induced him to remain, 
until “one fine day be sailed away.“ Since 
which time we have not heard of his arrival at 
any place. His destination, hdéWever, 1s said 
to be the State of Panama, of Which he is Pres- 
ident: His object in going thére is to bring 
about a treaty with the United States, securing 
to us forever the help and coéperation of Co- 
lombta, and giving the latter in return,privi- 
leges she does not at present possess.

The 125 command- 
ing officer ordered to the bia refused 
to risk bis vessel against the t tugs owned 
by the insurgents,in spite of his having re- 
ceived quite a sum of money to carry out the 
scheme. He was thrown in jail for his coward- 
ice and a number of lashes ordered in addition, 
which latter punishment was remitted, I be- 
lieve. The stern-wheel steamers Nunez and 
Union were ordered to go down in company 
with the Colombia, but they remained quietly 
tied up to the trees on the beach in full view 
of the whole combat, in which, had they par- 
ticipated, the fate of Cartagena might not have 
been so quickly sealed. A few sailors, in addi- 
tion to a bundred volunteer soldiers, were the 
complement of the barque. The Captain and the 
mate were really the only two who handled the 
vessel, and right weil they did their work. The 
remainder of the crew could not contain them- 
selves when the firing once began; so, giving 
up all idea of hauling on the ropes, they 
picked up rifles and blazed away with a will. 
Sandbags were piled up against the bulwarks, 
and they formed a very efficient protection, 
notwithstanding the hot firefrom the tugs. 
But one man was wounded, and he was shot 
through the arm. It seemed s0 very strange 
to find on board this vessel not only half a 
dozen women, but young infunts also. The 
women were very useful in the fight, passing 
aloog ammunition and encouraging the men 
to stand up to their work. 


A FIGHT. 


While preparations aboard the Colombia were 
in progress forward getting her underway, the 
Gaitaw, a steam tug of one gun and fifty men, 
was keeping close watch of the barque’s move- 
ments and lying quietly waiting for ber some 
mile or so down the harbor. About 1 o'clock 
the sailing vessel got up anchor and stood 
down under topsails, with a free wind, directly 
toward the tug. Not a bead was visible, the 
Captain himself bad the wheel, but was kneel- 
ing down out of view; the soldiers were all 
screened by the bags of sand. When 
within range the tug opened fire with her 
gun, the shot passing under the 
forefoot of the barque, throwing up 
a column of white water, but doing 
no damage. She ther steamed off to reload, 
which being accomplished, she brought ber 
gun to bear and fired again, and missed. Then, 
coming within range of the latter’s guns, they 
were discharged, but without visible effect. 
Musketry fire was then opened, and the bullets 
fell thick and fast; so much 80, indeed, tnat 
the tug steamed out of their range and did not 
again venture near, not even when ber con-

Roldan, was armed with the 12-pound Arm- 
strong gun before alluded to, and was really 
quite a formidable antagonist for the barque.

Her pilot- house 
was, as ie quite usual with vesseis of her 
lass, on top of the forward end of the deck- 
house. This was protected by the rallroad-ties 
so as to give it every appearance of being oc- 
cupied. The wheel, however, umd Other steer- 
ing gear had been carefully moved down be- 
low. A very wise precaution this, as events 
proved, for upon examining her after the ac- 
tion the pilot-bouse, in spite of its protection, 
was completely riddled with bullets. The se- 
cret of this change was probably discovered 
as the action progressed, as both the Colonel 
commanding and the pilot were among the 
wounded, and they both had stationed them- 
selves in the lower wheelhouse. .

CUBA’S CALAMITY. 


BURDENED WITH PUBLIC AND. PRIVATE 
DEBT AND HEAVY TAXES—THE PRESS 
MUZZLED AND THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
JUSTICE A FARCE. ; 

HAVANA, May 18.—The chief topi¢of conver- 
sation ir official, political, commer¢ial, and so- 
cial circles is the important question of the 
Cuban budget, which is on the eve of being 
voted by the Spanish Cortes. According to re- 
cent telegrams received from Madrid the total 
receipts from all sources are calculated there at 
$29,000,000, the expenses being set at $31,000,- 
000. Of the latter 812,000, 000 will Be applied to 
the sinking fund and payment of ſuterest on 
the public debt, $13,000,000 to defraying the 
expenses of the War and Navy Departments, 
and the remaining $6,000,C00 to ‘maintaining 
the other branches of the Government. The 
public debt ot the Island of Cuba is variously 
stated at between $123,000,000 and $260,000,000, 
the former amount being the official estimate; 
but there are good reasons for UOelieving that 
the total greatly exceeds the latter sum. 

It is also stated that a reduction of 20 per 
cent in the pay of the bigher grade of officials 
is to be made, 15 per cent in that qt the middle 
grade, and 10 per cent in the jower one—a 
measure which, it carried into effect, will un- 
doubtedly meet with strong opposition. Even 
if eutorced it is very doubtful wh r any ma- 
terial benefits will accrue from The coun- 
try is overburdened with taxation, ruined by 
the low prices that have been rulfmg for sugars 
during the last months, and the complete dis- 
organization of labor owmg to the abnormal 
manner in which the abolition law is de- 
ing enforced, which is detrimep to plant-

Trade has deen reduced to its last extremity 
in consequence of the financiai straits to which 
most of the inhabitants of this unfortunate 
island have been pushed; owing to the graduul 
diminution of their incomes; the great depre- 
ciation of property, the delays in payment of 
salaries, and the reduction in the wages of 
those who are furtunate enough to retain their 
employments, while the number discharged 
whose services are not needed bas been large. 
General small industries which have lately 
been developed under promising prospects, 
méeting with no encouragemeut from the Gov- 
ernment, and being overtaxed by the Intend- 
ency, have either wholly disappeared or are 
laoguishing in a lifeless condition. 5 

Is it surprising, then, that with such a state 
of affairs erimiuality on the island has acquired 
such frightful proportions as to inspire one of 
the leading conservative papers—La Voz de 
Cuba—to publish several editorials denouncing 
the police as unfit to be intrusted with respon- 
bilities, and the magistrates as a corrupt and 
venal body? As thechiefs of police and the 
majority of the mugistrates in office are sent 
from Spain, the articles have created a deep 
impression on the minds of the people, ana the 
liberal organs, representing the opinions of the 
native Cuban element, have.seized upon these 
editorials of La Voz de Cuba to comment upon 
them and deduct therefrom that the tyranny 
of the numerous hosts of conservatives of the 
Spanish party and their selfishness and insatia- 
bie thirst for gold have produced the conflici- 
ing state of affairs and brought upon the 
country innumerable calamities, the effects 
of which are keenly felt; further, that they 
should be held responsible for the alarming in- 
crease noticed in the criminal statistics. At 
this moment I am informed that the Voz de 
Cuba has been denounced by the Press Tribu- 
nal for the publication of the articles above re- 
ferred to, and the Triunfo, a liberal organ, for 
commenting on them. It is probable, as on 
former occagions, that the first named paper 
will be absolved and the latter condemned, and 
this is what is called a free press in the Span- 
ish sense. 

Meanwhile the ‘Government remains quiet, 
there being as yet no evidence that any o- 
cient measures are to be adopted to improve 
the commercial depression, encourage agri- 
culture or local industries, or end the horrid 
crimes which almost daily terrify the sound 
and honest portion of the population. By 
muzzling the few papers that occasionally dare 
prociaim the truth the superior authorities 
imagine they have done sufficient to insure 
the safety of the citizens and restore the 
country to its former wealth and prosperity. 


A COMMON SCOLD. 


A MOTHER AND DAUGHTER SENTENCED TO 
FOUR MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT UNDER AN 
OLD LAW—EXCITING SCENES IN COURT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 27.—Margaret 

Brooks was convicted today of being a com- 

mon scold, and was sentenced to four months’ 

imprisonment. After her sentence her 18-year 
old daughter jumped to her feet and struck 
one of the witnesses, an aged lady, in the face 
with her fist. The mother and daughter chen 
became intensely excited, crying, screaming, 
and striking right and left. After 
the mother had been removed to the 
prison van the Judge sentenced the daughter 
also to four months’ imprisonment for con- 
tempt of court. At this announcement the 
girl became frantic, began screaming at the 
top of her voice, and resisted des»erately the 


officere who took hold of her to remove her to 


the van. She fought with all ber strength, 
and, being a strong, robust young woman, it 
took all the strength of two of the strongest 
officers of tha court to remove her from the 
room.

When the young Queen of Austria, pressed 
on every side by the ruthless oppression of the 
great Prussian King, fled trembling into Hun- 
gary, and, with her infant in ber arms and her 
royal crown upon ber bead, appealed for the 
protection of her kmgdomto her loyal sub- 
jects there, those stalwart Hungarian nobles 
rose in a mass, and, laying their right hands 
upon the swords at their sides, swore in a 
shout whose heroic ring echoes down the years: 
‘* Moriamur pro rege nostro, Maria Theresa!“ 
And bow they did die ail the world knows. It 
is not for rhetorioal effect, still less for the ex- 
citation of the tenderest sympathy,“ that I 
revert to this well-known bistorical incident. 
It is that I may cail attention to the argument 
in the cry of those men—for I suppose a man’s 
“ory ’’ may be counted as an argument.“ I 
wish to beg you to notice these words rege 
nostro.

The Rev. H. G. Perry, in 
bis speech on the subject, incidentally re- 
marked that vestries are a n@isance, any 
how,“ and got sharply rebuked by the Chair 
for so doing. 

The Chair said he had no sympathy with the 
Belva Lockwoodism of the time, and vigorously 
objected to the couservative Episcopal Courch 
taking the lead in this experimental women's- 
rights business. A recess of an bour was 
then taken. 

On reconvening the convention resumed the 
consideration of Col. Harlow's amendment. 
Mr. S. C. Judd made a lengthened speech in 
reply to Dr. Jewell, contending that the pro- 
posed change was contrary to Scripture and 
to ecclesiastical law, and was not even desired 
by the women themseives.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 27.—[Speelal.]— The 
President has made a complete surrender to 
the lowa Democratic bos, es. Their threats 
were not unavailing, The Iowa men, to whom 
the President, who has never been west of 
Buffalo, once said that lowa would probably 
become an agricultural Fitate, if it ever grew 
up and amounted to avything, have the satis- 


faction of knowing that they have been the first 


to bulidoze Grover Cleveland. In accordance 
with their protest, the President has canceled 
the commission which was issued to Charles L. 
Williams, and has appointed in bis place 
Edward Campbell Jr. as Marshal of the Sauth- 
ern District of Iowa. The delegations of all 
the States will, undoubtedly, be pleased with 
this result, and will infer from it that their 
wishes are to receive more general recognition. 
The Administration explanation will probably 
be this: 

There were peculiar circumstances in con- 
nection with the selection of Williams which 
have not existed in any other case. Mr. Win- 
jams had a great many indorsements from 
prominent peopie of Iowa, but they were not 
indorsements for the Mershalship or for any 
Most of these 
recommendations were as to the good charac- 
ter and ability of the young man Williams, 
but as soon ay. it was ascertained 
that he had been appointed. Marshal, 
possibly on tuns strength of them, 
the signers of many of the letters notified the 
President that they’ had not indorsed Mr. Wil- 
iams for that position, and did not desire to 
have such effect given to their recommenda- 
tions. The testimonials which he obtained 
were, so to speak, in blank, but were secured 
under the supposition that Mr. Williams in- 
tended to endea’for to secure an appointment 
in one of the Territories. Whatever Mr. Will-

Tiaere is another circumstance which the 
Congressional delegation will probably not 
care to make public.

TIRED OF THE CHICAGO GANG. 
The Illinois Demobrats besieged the White 
House today and learned something about the 
situation.

He extended his congratulations on the 
Judd appointment, and put in a word for 
his candidate for the Sub-Treasuryshbip. He 
then touched upon the Marshaiship. The Pres- 
dent said he had heard enough and bad about 
made up hie minds Lawler asked who had 
been decided upon, and the President declined 
to tell. Lawler said he had but one more re- 
quest to make in thé matter, and that was that 
no attention should de puid to any representa- 
tions made by John Comiskey. Comiskey, he 
went on, was masquerading as an old-line 
Democrat after three times bolting Democratic 
nominees and working against the party in 
Chicago. If Comiskey cou!d answer this charge 
Lawler said he would like to prefer others 
against him. Lawler's interview was cut short 
by other cailors. 

Later in the day came Morrison with McHale 
and Leyden. To these also the President said 
the Marshaiship and Collectorship were almost 
settied, but gave eno intimation as to the 
names, The Collectorsbip contest has raged 
with almost as much vigor as the Marshaiship. 
Fitzgerald, Sone, Colvin, and Casselman are 
the prominent candidates; but there is an im- 
pression that, if the appointment is to be made 
simultaneously with the Marshal, it is because 
a prominent candidate for the Marshalship is 
to be given the Coilectorship.

Congressman Eden arrived today with his 
hands full of matters pertaining to the minor 
places in his district. 

Ward telegraphs that he will be bere in the 
morning to strike a last blow for McGarigle.

Lawler is not at ail discouraged at McGart- 
gle's prospects, although not entirely pleased 
by the way in which the President spoke of 
the Marshalship yesterday.

THE NEW PENSION BUILDING. | 

The new Peusion Building, in which the in- 
auguration ball was heid, is rapidly approach- 
ing completion, and one portion of the lower 
story is already occupied by a division of pen- 
sion clerks, The walls are somewhat damp 
from fresh plastering, and there is complaint. 
on that account. Gen. Meigs, soon after the 
ball, liscovered sigus of weakness in the foun- 
dation of one of the immense pillars which are 
intended to support the inner iron roof, and he 
has caused it to be tunneled under and to be 
strengthened: after the methods used in 
strengthening the foundation of the Washing- 
ton Monument. The building is probably more 
nearly fireproof than any owned here by 
the Government. One peculiarity of the con- 
struction is that each room is centre-arched 
and forms what is called a whispering gallery. 
similar to that which was discovered in the old 
hallof the House of Representatives. This 
acoustic feature isto be put to use, and the 
clerks engaged on similar work will be able to 
conve:se with each other while separated at 
considerable distances without leaving their 
chairs. The architect says that the building at 
avy time in a few hours’ notice can be con- 
verted into a hall capabie of holding 10,000 
people, and on this account it will probably be 
in much demand on State occasions.

An interesting question in regard to United 
States bonds has been decided by Judge Dur- 
ham, First Controller of the Currency. Mr. 
Frennit, a citizen of Beigium, recently present- 
ed for redemption three mutilated coupon 
bonds of $1,000 each, which be said he had 
found in Brussels in 1874. The First Controller 
retuses to consent to their redemption on the 
ground that the finder of the notes only 
has a qualified interest in them, and 
simply holds possession of them against 
all persons except the rightful owner. 
He holds that the finder of bonds acquired no 
titie therein as against the Owner or the Gov- 
ernment by which they were issued, and can- 
not maintain an action for their redemption. 
He further holds, in regard to mutilated 
bonds, that they cannot be redeemed unless 
the Treasury Department is satisfied that the 
parts presented are all that remain of the 
bonds—or, in other words, that the unproduced 
parts must be satisfactorily accounted for.
